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ENEMIES CONFUSED 
BY BOURKE COCKRAN 


Republican House Leaders Si. 
prised By Demand For In- 
vestigation, 


DRAMATIC. SCENE CAUSED 
BY COCKRAN'S DEMAND 


Republicans Refused To Have Charge 
Investigated, Though Made by 
Dalzell—Inquiry Would Re- 
veal Too Many Things 
of G. O. P. Methods.

Washington, April 26.—(Special.)—~An In- 
tensely dramatic scene was enacted on 
the floor of the house this afternoon when 
Representative Bourke Cockran, of New 
York, after.a speech in reply to one 
made by Representative Dalzell, of Penn- 
sylvania, presented a resolution provid- 
ing for an investigation of his (Cock- 
ran’s) connection with the campaign of 
1896, when he took the stump in support 
of McKinley. 

Mr. Cockran asked for unanimous con- 
sent for the immediate consideration of 
the resolutian, but Representative Gros- 
venor and the speaker both indicated 
that there would be objection and the 
New Yorker then asked that the resolu- 
tion be taken up as a matter of personal 
privilege. 

Floor leader Payne of the mafority 
made the point of order that the alleged 
acts of which an investigation was asked 
had been committed befere Mr. Cockran 
became a member of the house, and that 
the resolution could not therefore be 
privileged. 

Thereupon the speaker, who had several 
times suggested 'that the house had bet- 
ter go slow in the premises and that 
it might be well for it to “sleep on’ the 
resolution, declined to rule on the point 
of order until he had had a chance “to 
look up pfecedents.’’ Thus the matter 
went over. 

The tntense Interest taken in the reso- 
lution on the majority side and the 
reason for republican oppasition to it 
are at once explained when it is stated 
that the document presented by Mr. Cock- 
ran authorizes the investigation commit- 
tee, for the organization of which it pro- 
vides, to examine witnesses, send for 
persons and papers and in other words 
conduct a most startling {nquitry. 

The republicans are morally certain that 
such an investigation can bring forth 
no evidence against Cockran, and they 
know that it mfght have the effect of 
disclosing some very embarrassing truths 
as to the amount of money spent by their 
national committee of that year and the 
manner in which that money was spent 
in ‘influencing’ the vote of the country. 
Under the circumstances there was noth- 
ing for them to do but object, despite 
that their man Dalzell, in the speech 
which preceded that made by Cockran, 
had read numerous unofficial publications 
making with varying degrees of definite- 
ness the same charge which he infer- 
entially made on the floor of the house 
last Saturday—that Cockran had been 
paid for his support of McKinley eight 
years ago. 


Dalzell’s Reply to Cockran. 

Dalzell did not seem disposeg to go di- 
rectly to the point brought out by Cock- 
ran’s severe castigation of him on Sat- 
urday. He beat around the bush under 
the pretense of making a tariff speech 
and did not refer to Mr. Cockran untll, 
apparently, he felt he had worked him- 
self up to the proper pitch. Then he did 
nothing more than to read clippings from 
The New York Journal and American, 
and one or two republican papers, in 
which charges and insinuations were 
made that Cockran had received money 
for the McKinley speeches. 

Cockran not only branded all charges 
of this Kind as false ,with all the brilliant 
oratory at his command, but character- 
ized the papers mentioned and the person 
who read from them, as unworthy the 
notice or attention of honest.and decent 
people. It is probably sare to say tnat 
no member of the American congress has 
ever been given such a terrific rhetorical 
lashing as the New Yorker administered 
to the Pennsylvanian. Cockran was re 
Inarkably cool throughout and at all 
times kept within partamentary bounds, 
at the same time using his power of in- 
vective and his blistering sarcasm with 
Such telling effect as to make his ad- 
versaty literally writhe in his seat. 

At the conclusion of his searing ar- 
raignment of Dalzell, ana of the party 
which Dalzell so fitly represents, Cock- 
ran offered the resolution of investiga- 
tion, with the result already noted. The 
republicans were taken entirely by sur- 
prise, and the speaker's refusal to rule 
on the Payne point of order was doubt- 
less calculated to give them time to for- 
mulate a plan of action. Careful stu- 
dents of the situation figure that the 
democrats will make capital whether the 
resolution is adopted or defeated. 

A feature of the incident was the pres- 
ence in the house gallery of William Ran- 
dolph Hearst and his chief editor, Arthur 
Brisbane. After the Albany convention 
the Hearst papers paid Cockran many 
glowing compliments because of his 
speech in opposition to instructions. Now 
people are wondering what the Hearst 
papers wiil say tomorrow in view of 
Cockran's repudiation of the matter from 
their columns read by Dalzell and of his 


references to their sensationalis : 
their unreliability. —— 


Dalzell Repeats Charges. , 

To support his charge Mr. Dalzell 
said he would ntion some facts and 
circumstances cOnnected with the his- 
tory of Mr. Cockran. He then read 
from a number of documents to show 
that Mr. Cockran’ started as a green- 
backer, and in 1896 stood with the Mc-

The re- 
publicans were roused to a high pitch 
of enthusiasm when Mr. Dalzell in- 
quired softly: ‘‘Would not that make 
one suspicious, that it were more than 
a matter of conscience with a gentleman 
having such a harlequin career?’ 

The democratic side of the house, he 
said, had gotten hysterical when - ge 
would not, on Saturday,  disclage 
the name of his informant. He 
then read The New York Journal, pub- 
lished by \Mr. Cockran's colleague, W. 
R. Hearst, in August, 1896, in which 
the statement was made that Mr. Cock- 
ran was for McKinley, “a position 
which to those who remember his ca- 
reer in congress does not seem to in- 
volve such a strain on his feelings as 
might be supposed, especially with ru- 
mors in the air of $250,000 checks out 
of Hanna’s educational fund.” 

(Mr. Dalzell closed amid wtld republi- 
can applause, with a most bitter de- 
nunciation of Mr. Cockran. He referred 
to that gentleman’s speech before the 
democratic convention which gent him to 
congress, in which Mr. Cockran sald: 

“We have reached a point where the 
country is regatded as an international 
hoodlum,”’ 

Facing the democratic side and look- 
ing directly at Mr. Cockran, Mr. Dalzell 
declared: 

‘If. there be any hoodiums amongst us 
they are not the product of American 
soil, American institutions or American 
civilization.’ He was interrupted with 
loud and prolonged republican applause. 
Continuing he said: 

“They are to be found rather amongst 
those adventurers who, having left their 
own country for their country’s good, find 
in the field of American politics prolific 
source of notoriety and. pelf, men who 
without conscience and without conviction 
find an opportunity now with one party, 
now with another, to find a market for 
their peculiar wares, among which is 
not respectabllity.’’ 

He took his seat amid another storm of 
republican applause. 


Cockran Perfectly Cool. 

Mr. Cockran had sat through the en- 
tire speech of Mr. Dalzel] unmoved and 
waited for him to finish, when, rising 
from his seat, he was greeted with tumul- 
tous applause by the democrats. Mr. 
Dalzell, he declared, had thought it prop- 
er to justify a charge of infamy against 
a fellow member by searching the various 
channels “through which annonymous 
calumniation circulates in a political cam- 
paign and with hands mo cleaner than 
those with which it deals, hurls it over a 
body of deliberatiye men.” 

Mr. Cockran denied the charge that he 
had received $15,000 from the Palmer 
and Buckner campaign committee. He 
also denied in the most positive manner 
that he had ever received money for 
supporting President McKinley's election 
in 1896. He denied the charge that he 
ever was a zgreenbacker. 

If Mr. Daizel| Lelleved the charges he 
had wrought against him, Mr. Cockran 
said, it showed him (Mr. Dulgell) in a 
pitiable state. He was in infamny and dia 
not know it. He had confessed to his 
own party’s corruption. He had proved, 
if he had proved anything, that the pres- 
idential election had been purchased. It 
had been charged that $16,000,000 had 
been. spent by the republican campaign 
committee in that campaign. Mr. Cock- 
ran said he had never belleved these 
charges himself. 

As to defending himself, he gaia: “J 
can always protect myself from the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania by choosing 
my own side of the street. 

“Before I sit down’I shal] ask this 
house to agree with me on this, that if 
what the gentleman has said is true, I 
am unworthy of its membership; if what 
he said be false, he is unworthy of mem- 
bership.’’ 

Mr. Cockran was interrupted with loud 
cheers from his democratic colleagues. 
He continued: 

“This will take a wider range than 
Our personal virtues. 1 shall ask for a 
committee to investigate this charge, 
and shall ask for power to send for per- 
eons and papers.’’ 

Mr. Cockran then read his regagution 
reciting that Dalzell had charged that 
Cockran had been paid money by a po- 
litical party for support of a candidate 
for the presidency, that if the charge 
was true it established such conduct as 
should unfit any man for membership 
in the house and providing for a com- 
mittee of five members appointed by the 
speaker with power to compel attend- 
ance of witnesses for the investigation 
of such charge. 

Loud democratic applause followed Mr. 
Cockran’s reading of the resolution. He 
then resumed and said that when that 
resolution wag adopted in all its terms 
something more ingportant than his con-

As on yestémMay, great interest was 
manifested by cepubiican leaders in the 
Georgia senator’s speech, and Senators 
Aldrich, Lodge, Dolliver and Deitrich fre- 
quently interrupted him with questions 
designed to break the force of his argu- 
ment. 

They realize that the issue covered by 
Senator Bacon, with the array of facts 
presented, is calculated to play a prom- 
inent part in the d@mocratic campaign 
this year, and, as u@ual, thty failed to 
meet these with anything mote substan- 
tial than the general declaration that 
the republicans wil) revise the tariff 
schedules in their own good time. 

Military Academy Bill Passed. 

The senate today Passed the military 
academy appropriation bill, the last of 
the supply measures. The amend- 
ments suggested by the committee 
on military affairs for a reorganization 
of the medical and ordnance depart- 
ments of the army and for the establish- 
ment of a number of camp sites were de- 
clared to be out of gtder and none of 
fhem were retained. These amendments 
were discussed at length before »deing 
disposed of. 

Mr. Bacon concluded his tariff sneech 
begun yesterday, continuing to cite in- 
stances in which domestic purchasers of 
American manufacturers are required to 
pay higher prices than purchasers of 
the same articles residing in other coun- 
tries.

Bacon said he did not expect to 


| see a low tariff {n the United States for 


many years, first, because the revenue 
necessities of the country render it im- 
possible, and, secondly, because the busi- 
ness affairs in the country are so ad- 
justed as to make it impracticable. He 
contended therefore only for a reason- 
able tariff and a modification of some of 
the schedules under which he said there 
were abuses. 

After a colloquy with Mr. Aldrich re- 
garding tariff revision, Mr. Bacon Said 
that the country had Known ever since 
last summer that no changes would be 
undertaken at this session, Saying that 
the entire programme had been arranged 
on the occasion of the visit of the Rhode 
Island senator and a half dozen other 
senators to the summer Home of the 
president, and that congress had not 
dared to discuss this arrangement. 

The genate took a receSs until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow. Mr. Allison, in moving the

COLD SHIVERS 
COME IN APRIL 


Brisk, Raw Wind Aided By 
Rain Made Yesterday 
Disagreeable. 


————— 


A@anta shivered yesterday. 

But yesterday was not “‘officilally’’ cold 
—that is, not as cold by several degrees 
as @gome 26th days of April have been. 

The minimum temperature between the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. yesterday 
| wag 61 degrees, which was indicated by 
the thermometer on the Empire building 
roof just about the latter hour. The tem- 


perature was 55 degrees at 7 o'clock in 
the morning and just before noon it 
reached the maximum for the twelve 
hours—58 6-10 degrees. 

The coldest April 26 on record was 
last year, when the minimum tempera- 
ture was 44 degrees. The next coldest 
April 26 was in 1898, when the minimum 
was 45 degrees. 

Bo far this month is 133 degrees behind 
the norma! total of temperatures; that 
is, the normal sum of the temperatures 
for all the days up to an including April 
26. The normal total is 1,585 degrees. 

The coldest April up to the 26th day 
on record was in 1901, when the total de- 
ficlency up to that day was 215 degrees, 
A few warm days at the close of the 
month brought this deficiency down to 209 
degrees. With the exception of that 
month, however, this has been so far the 
coldest April on record in the office of 
Weather Observer Marbury. 

In addition to the coo] temperatures 
yesterday there were two other factors 
that aided in making the day disagree- 
able. These were the wind and rain. 
Brisk, raw winds blew out of the west all 
the morning and in the afternoon blew 
from the same quarter part of the time 
and out of the northwest the remainder 
of the time. The velocity of these winds 
ranged from !2 to 25 miles an hour. 

There were four well defined showers 
during the day, one in the morning and 
three in the afternoon’ Besides these 
there were several] periods of slight driz- 
zie that could hardly be called rain. 

It was raining most of the day all 
along the eastern eection of the country, 
but in the Mississippi valley and west 
of there all was fair and cool. This is 
the sort of weather preaicted for At- 
lanta today, the forecast being: ‘Fair 
and continued cool Wednesday."”’

‘We will see,” he said, “just how the 
election of 1806 was conducted, and we 
will see whether\ia fact the presidency 
was bought or purchase& or whether it 
was won in honorable political conflict, 
or whether it regresented, as the gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania would havé it 
believed, the skill in corruption which 
Was possessed by the managers of the, 
republican organization.”’ “If it be true,” 
he said, “that that campaign resulted in 
such use of money as had been described 
there was but one possible safety for 
the republic.”’ 

Enemies Confused. 

The gentleman from Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Cockran said, had asked him “who it 
was that we would choose for our stan- 
dard bearer. I said there was a man 
out in Missouri whom we might choose 
to nominate as our standard bearer, be- 
cause the main issue of this campaign 
will not be ‘how we are. to collect reve- 
nue,’ but,”” he said, atid wild demo- 
cratic cheers, ‘“h@ew we are to keep the 
thieves from stealing its proceeds.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Cockran, still facing 
the republicans, said: 

“You have a distinguished candidate 
already named, in the White House, who 
ig strident of voice in professions of re- 
form. We always ve elevated demo- 
n@ have-ikueny how 
to prosecute the men who violated the 
law and brougha reform into disgrace. 
Your candidate denounces c@erruptionists 
between elections and utilizes them at 
the primaries.’’ 

More democratic cheering and arplause 
greeted this utterance. 

“We will,” he said, ‘“‘go before the peo- 
ple, whoever may be nominated, whether 
it be the young giant of reform who has 
won his spurs in Missouri, whether it 
be that upholder of the law who admin- 
isters justice in New York’’—at this ref- 
erence to Jugige Parker the democrats 
burst out into unrestrained applause, 
which did not for some time subside—‘“‘or 
whether it be the man whose’ great 
achievements on the Monroe doctrine 
evoked the sentiment which the gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania read from my 
speech in the usual grabled method, 
suppressing the context.” 

Mr. Cockran denied having referred to 
the United States as ‘‘an ‘international 
hoodlum.” 

In conclusion he said: ‘If the house 
will adopt my resolution I will promise 
that the unmasking and unveiling of the 
facts is all that will be necessary to the 
establishment of government on a solla 
foundation; justice will be its fruit, glory 
its declaration and seourity forever its 
eterna] doctrine.” 

The democrats went wild as Mr. Cock- 
ran sat down and the speaker found dif- 
ficulty in restoring order. 

Mr. Cockran then asked immediate ac- 
tion on his resolution as a matter of 
privilege. Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Payne 
at once were on their feet with objections, 
contending that the resolution was not 
privileged. ; 

The ménorfty leads@. Mr. ‘Williams, 
asked unanimous consent for the im- 
mediate consideration of the resolution. 

“I make a point of order,’’ shouted Mr.

ish as the confusion had become so great 
he was compelled to rap for order. The 
democrats demanded action at once. The 
speaker asked that the matter go over 
until tomorrow, which suggestion was met 
with cries of “No! no! no!’’ from the 
democrats.

losophy. The ten years war between the 
Greeks and the Trojans was fought in- 
cidentally over the beauty of Helen, Dut 
really because of a growing mvalry for 
commercial supremacy between Greece 
and Troy. The three Punic wars between 
Rome and Carthage were the outgrowth 
of a contest for industrial and maritime 
eupremacy. Therefore, it is that the 
Trojang and Carthagenians who fell in 
battle were not remembered with tears 
an dflowers even by their surviving coun- 
trymen. 

‘On the other hand, the people of the 
Confederate States of America resisted 
invasion of their firesides because the 
right of local’ self-government, which 
their fathers had written in the constitu- 
tion of the country, was attacked. There- 
fore it is that the graves of their sol- 
diers are strewn with flowers at each 
recurring spring time. Therefore it is 
that monuments are rising to their mem- 
ory in almost every village in the land. 
Therefore it ig that the women of this 
southland are perpetuating their valor, 
and are teaching to the children who 
shall come after us the splendid story 
of their heroic life and still more heroic 
death. 

“This ig not the occasion to discuss 
the causes of the war between the 
states. It is enough to affirm what his- 
tory, rightly read, teaches beyond doubt; 
that there was, on the part of the south, 
an utter absence of commercialism in 
their inspiration to arms. No one can 
forget the differences begween the géc- 
tions about slavery. But slavery was 
the occasion—and not the cause—of that 
conflict of views which resulted in the 
war. The slave owner himself saw that 
with public sentiment throughout the 
civilized world united in opposition te 
slavery, this peculiar institution could 
be more securely defended and more 
surely preserved in the union than out 
of it; provided only that the constitu- 
tional guaranties of the rights of the 
states should be preserved and enforced. 
It was the refusal of these constitutional 
rights, the violation of these constif- 
tional obligations, which convinced the 
south that her choice lay between the 
enjoyment of state’s rights outside the 
union or the surrendgr of state’s rights 
within the union. She chose state's 
rights without the union; hoping, and 
for the most part, believing, that this 
right of voluntary withdrawal from the 
union would be acknowledged, but de- 
termined, if need be, to take the chamces 
of war if that right should be denied. 


The Reason for Hope. 

“In this hope of peaceable secession, 
the south was fortified by that construc- 
tion of the gonstitution unwersally 
adopted at the time it was written, 
which New England contended for in 
the earlier years of the republic, even to 
the point of threatening and intending 
secession while the United States was 
at war with Great Britain in 1812; which 
Daniel Webster, the great expounder of 
the national theory of Our government, 
admitted in his celebrated Capon Spring 
speech in 1852; which Virginia, New 
York and Rhode Island expressly recs 
ognized in the action of their conygp- 
tions in adopting the constitution; which 
the Massachusetts legislature, under the 
inspiration of John Quincy Adams, ag 
late as 1845, likewise asserted by the 
resolutions which it adopted maintaining 
the moral and legal right of Massachu- 
setts to secede from the union because 
of the war with Mexico, ang which 
Horace Greeky, voicing the political be- 
lief of the vast majority of citizens even 
at the north, virtually conceded in his 
famous editorial in the New York Tri- 
bune in December, 1860, when he sald, 
referring to thw secession of the south- 
ern states, ‘wayward sisters, go in peace.’ 

“The south rightly reasoned that if 
the dominant gection with its growing 
majority in congress led by a party en- 
tirely sectional, could with impunity, as 
it evidently would, demy the rights of the 
south with reference to its property in 
slaves, it could with equal propriety, 
and would, when its commercial inter- 
ests should so require, violate the con- 
stitutional rights of the southern states 
in respect of other rights. The south 
also foresaw the growing desire of the 
most aggressive element in the north 
to make the slave not only free, byt the 
political equal of hig master, and her 
wisest men instinctively knew that po- 
litical equality between the negro and 
the white man tendg ultimately toward 
their social equality. 


The Dominant Instinct. 


“The commercial instinct of the south, 
therefore, had comparatively no influence 
in determining its people to seek, outside 
the union, the preservation of those 
rights whose very existence was threat- 
ened by continuing within the union. 
The wild enthusiasm @f early abolition- 
ists in impliedly advocating the doctrine 
of racial equality disturbed the south 
somewhat; but this was as nothing com- 
pared to the terrible forebodings which 
filled the southern breast when there 
was flashed over the country the news 
of John Brown's attempted insurrection 
of the slaves. The commercial instinct 
was silent. The racial instinct became 
dominant. There was no popular 
thought of dollars and cents. There was 
rather one great popular emotion which

“This, my countrymen, was and is 
fundamental philosophy of southern se- 
cession. How unerring was this in- 
stinct on the part of the south, let the 
history of reconstruction answer; when 
the ignorant slave was given the ballot 
denied for a time to his late master; 
when a servile race, which in all his- 
tory has never yet ruled another, and 
which was then removed but a few gen- 
erations from barbarism and savagery, 
were by military power given the over- 
lording of the Anglo-Savon—civil govern- 
ment was overthrown and the bayonet 
became tiie scepter of power.”’ 

Judge Akin brougth out clearly the fact 
that commercialism had no place in the 
south before the war or during the days 
of the war. He compared this condition to 
the present spirit of commercialism which 
pervades the country. Continuing he said: 


Valley of Dry Bones. 

“And yet I do not despair of the re- 
public. In a viston of ecstatic grief the 
prophet Ezkiel hooked down from the hill 
tops upon the valley of the Dry Bone. 
Sere, bleak, worn and wasted was the 
sight which met his viston .Upon the 
parched ground lay the dead and dull dry 
bones, silent, spectral and ghostly. Not a 
breath of air stirred. Not a sound broke 
the awful silence. No sign of life was 
there. Death and decay rekgned supreme 

“‘And the old prophet, lifting his shrivel- 
ed hands to heaven and looking with 
eyes of tearless grief upon this scene of 
death, cried aloud, ‘Can these dead bones 
live again?’ And the Lord Almighty blew 
His breath upon thege dry bones, and lo, 
they lived again! And the valley was 
filled with armed men, ready for battle! 

“My countrymen, look around and 
about you today. Does the valley seem 
dry and parched? Is it filled with dry 
bones, dead ahd dull and cold? Do you 
long to see the living green of civic vir- 
tue springing, once more beautiful, in this 
valley of death? Do you pray that these 
dead bones of departed national glory 
may live again? Ah! perhaps the God of 
nations, who did not fail our fathers on 
the frontier, will once more breathe the 
Dreath of constitutional government, of 
lofty statesmanship, of high public ideals, 
upon the dry bones which fill the valley 
of our body politic. 

“And then these dead bones may live 
again; the spirit of the Declaration of 
Independence may once more asert itself; 
principle may take the place of policy; 
public unselfishness mdy supplant com- 
mercialism, and civic ideals for which the 
confederate soldier fought and died may 
once more rule the land!’

Senator Fairbanks Addressed 
Republican Convention at 
Indianapolis Yesterday. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 26.—The In- 
Giana republican convention was opened 
teday by State Chairman Goodrich, who 
at once called for the report of the com- 
mittee on permanent organization chosen 
earlier in the day with members of the 
other committees at district meetings of 
delegates. 

The platform is being considered by the 
resolutiong committee which will report 
tomorrow. There will be a vigorous in- 
dorsement of President Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration and the delegates at ldrge 
will be instructed for him.

He stands in- 
flexibly for the maintenance of the pro- 
tective principle and firmly for the cause 
of gound money and for the purity in the 


public service. 
‘“‘We do not hold that tariff schedules

made manifest in the interest of our tn- 
dustrial development.’”' 

Senator Fairbanks was greeted by the 
convention with an enthusiastic ovation, 
delegates rising to their feet and waving 
Pats and handkerchiefs, while cheering.

The Election of Our Judges. 

Is it any wonder, in view of charges 
and counter-charges made by the can- 
didates in Georgia during the last two 
primary campaigns, that the people of 
the state are asking themselves 
whether the judiciary of the state can 
preserve its ermine unsullied from the 
contamination of “practical politics,” 
so long as judgeships must run the 
devious gauntlet of popular elections? 

However we may accept the methods 
of the ordinary politician who engages 
in the rough and tumble of the political 
arena, we have not lost faith in the 
dignity that should hedge about the 
bench! But how long can that tradi- 
tional dignity maintain itself and re- 
tain the faith of the people, if candi- 
dates for the ermine accuse each other 
of having resorted to the corrupt and 
venal methods of unprincipled place- 
seekers in a hotly contested election? 

What shall serve to differentiate the 
bench from the “job” of a ward politi- 
clan if money is to be spent like water 
to debauch the suffrage upon which 
judicial elevation hangs, and if meth- 
ods of the slums are introduced in the 
judicial politics of the state. 

Surely this is enough to set the peo- 
ple of Georgia to thinking! If the er- 
mine is dragged through the sewers of 
politics—can we afford to allow our 
courts of justice to be aspersed by the 
methods employed in creating judges, 
and public confidence in judicial dn- 
tegrity shattered in consequence? We 
think not! The honor of the bench 
must be preserved unsullied, for, once 
lost, the very palladium of our liberties 
is destroyed. The courts must be kept 
clean of the smut of “practical poli- 
tics.” 

The people must insist that men seek- 
ing judicial office shall appeal to pop- 
ular suffrage by dignified and decent 
methods of campaigning. A disgrace- 
ful scramble for the ermine, implying 
all that is implied by the term “ward 
politics,” should and will not be tol- 
erated by the good people of Georgia, 
and, however true the charge of cor- 
ruption against the electorate, the good 
people are in the majority in Georgia’s 
body politic. Perhaps too many of 
them stay away from the primaries. A 
judicial election scandal will sting 
them to shame with the consciousness 
that they have in the past too lightly 
considered their responsibilities to 
good government. 

Waat is the remedy? Does it lie in 
reforming the electorate, or in chang- 
ing the system of election to take the 
selection of the judges out of the 
hands of the people by direct suffrage. 

Formerly the general assembly of the 
state elected these judicial officers. 

Shall we return to that system after 
having abandoned it as a step toward 


reform?

The Dream of Mediation. 

That is a pretty story that comes 
from Paris, right on the heels of the 
failure of King Edward to make 
progress in his efforts toward mediat- 
ing between Russia and Japan, to the 
effect that two American women are 
likely to succeed where the British 
monarch has failed. It seems that Mrs. 
Griscom, wife of the American. min- 
ister to Japan, and her mother, Mrs. 
Bronson, of New York, are laboring 
earnestly and with undoubted encour- 
agement at Tokio and St. Petersburg 
to bring about peace through the good 
offices of their native country. Their 
influence is being directed entirely 
upon the empresses of Japan and Rus- 
sia, Mrs. Griscom enjoying in an un- 
usut] degree the friendship of the 
former, and Mrs. Bronson the friend- 
ship of the latter. Both of these peace- 


loving American ladies are described | 


as “born diplomatists.”’ 

Already, so the Paris story goes, gen- 
tle liftle Empress Haruko, of Dai Nip- 
pon, has been persuaded to plead with 
the mikado to lend a willing ear to 
American mediation, while tender- 
hearted Czarina Alix, of Russia, is 
said to have promised her zealous co- 
operation to the same end. Czar Nich- 
olas is not only naturally a man of 
peace, but he is said to be almost sub- 
serviently devoted to his consort. The 
mikado is also said to be easily in- 
fluenced by the empress. 

The world will sincerely wish this 
quartet of fair peace-makers success in 
their great undertaking, but without 
hope that they will be able to accom- 
plish it. Doubtless, personally, the em- 
perors of Russia and Japan are quite 
as Hevoted to peace as are their con- 
sorts, but when the blood of their peo- 
ple is on fire with the war spirit, what, 
indeed, can they do? It would take 
extraordinary moral courage for them 
to throw themselves in the breach for 
mediation at this juncture, and it is 


not likely that even their wives pos-4 


sess enough influence over them to 
cause them to dare the condemnation 
of their subjects and ministers. 

If anybody could influence mediation 
between Russia and Japan, it would 
seem that King Edward would be most 
apt to do so. Since England and 
France effected a rapprochement on the 
basis of a treaty of arbitration, Rus- 
sia has been much more kindly dis- 
posed toward Great Britain, and the 
personal influence of Edward on 
Nicholas is very great, owing to ties 
of blood and matrimonial alliances be- 
tween the two thrones. It was to ex- 
ert this influence that the British mon- 
arch recently went fo Copenhagen to 
persuade his father in law, King Chris- 
tian, to plead with the latter’s grand- 
gon, Czar Nicholas, for mediation 
through the good offices of England. 
If his mission failed, it is highly im- 


robbie that the efforts of the “wom- 
en folks” of the court will amount to 
much. 

In the present state of Russian tem- 
per toward “the parvenu yankees,” 
the suggestion of American mediation 
would likely meet with demonstrations 
of popular displeasure in the empire. 
Indeed, such a suggestion would al- 
most be received as an insult to Rus- 
sian pride. We are sure President 
Roosevelt would hesitate before vol- 
unteering the good offices of the 
United States to such an end, no mat- 
ter who petitioned him to do so. 

Had things been more equal in the 
results of the war thus far, there would 
have been a better prospect of media- 
tion. Russia, however, has not scored 
a single signal success at arms, nor 
has she even held her own, notwith- 
standing Port Arthur has not yet 
fallen. The victories have all been 
with Japan, and their nature has been 
such as to goad the Russians to un- 
reasoning frenzy, for they were not 
won in the open, but by Indian tactics, 
which is the highest development of 
torpedo warfare. Under these circum- 
stances Russia will live for revenge.

Political Demoralization. 

Mr. Lincoln Steffens has recently 
published, through McClure, Phillips 
& Co., a book entitled “The Shame of 
the Cities,” that should have an im- 
mense influence in the direction of 
remedying the conditions that have 
made such a volume possible, for what 
Mr. Steffens calls the shame of the 
cities is really the special shame of 
those who call themselves respectable 
citizens, and who, so far as outward 
appearances go, have earned the title. 
These citizens ‘ have not only won 
worldly success, but they are able to 
present themselves in the front pews 
of temples dedicated to the Most High, 
where they listen to the mild doc- 
trines enunciated by preachers whose 
high salaries depend on the satisfac- 
tion they give to those who sit, as you 
may say, under the drippings of the 
altar. 

Mr. Steffens takes our largest cities 
in turn and shows that the corruption 
of which the honest newspapers com- 
plain, a corruption that is shameless 
and notorious, is due wholly to those 
who have been described by another 
author as fhe commercial predatory 
classes, business men .who are seeking 
to secure special favors, special power, 
special consideration, from those 
whom the people have selected to 
represent them temporarily. Compared 
with men of this class, Mr. Steffens 
shows that those whom we term huck- 
stering politicians are harmless. 

By comparison, also, the mass of 
ignorant voters are honest. The huck- 
stering politicians rise, thrive in a 
small way, and pass away, but the 
business men who call themselves re- 
spectable, and who would resent the 
imputation that they are dishonest— 
the business men who are all the time 
seeking special favors from the gov- 
ernment, municipal, state or national— 
are with us always. They constitute a 
growing class, and they are constant- 
ly gaining knowledge by experience. 
They have discovered that it will not 
do to trust the masses to carry out 
their schemes, for the masses, al- 
though they may be comparatively ig- 
norant, are honest, and this disturb- 
ing element of honesty extends down 
the line until the most uninfluential 
voter in the land is reached. 

But the predatory commercial 
classes, the men who have special 
ends to gain, must have a political 
representative, and he must have in- 
fluence; he must be popular. Hence 
the flourishing success of the men who 
are known as the bosses Mr. Stef- 
fens deals with St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
Pittsburg, Chicago, Philadelphia and 
New York, and the facts that he pre- 
sents are worthy the serious attention 
of every citizen, if only that he may 
understand the true inwardness of the 
disgrace, degradation, and demorali- 
zation that have been wrought by men 
who are looked upon as respectable in 
the communities where they dwell. 

The facts that are given are sinister 
indeed, and they would be alarming 
if it were not true that the honest 
voters have been compelled to do 
away with such conditions many 
times in our history. They have re- 
cently, in Missouri, put the corrup- 
tionists to rout by indofsing Mr. Folk, 
who has been busily engaged during 
the past year or two in exposing the 
corruptions of St Louis, and in hal- 
ing the leading corruptionists before 
the courts, and before the bar of pub- 
lic opinion. 

The corruptions dealt with by Myf. 
Steffens are on a larger scale than 
ever before in our history, but that is 
because the country has grown finan- 
clally and commercially. Other things 
being equal, we have had just as 
much corruption in our political af- 
fairs in the past as we have today. 
The remedy for it is in the hands of 
the people, and they have never hesi- 
tated to apply it. Mr. Steffens’ ex- 
posure will do great good, but the peo- 
ple had already taken the matter in 
hand before his articles appeared. In- 
deed, his book would never have been 
written if exposure had not placed the 
facts within his reach. 

In St. Louis, Mr. Folk has been very 
active, and there has been great im- 
provement in most of the cities with 
which he deals. Even in New York 
there has been a measure of improve- 
ment. In that city public franchises 
can no longer be given in perpetuity, 
or without compensation. The evi- 
dences of municipal corruption that 
are spread out by Mr. Steffens are a 
sad commentary on the ease with 
which men who are classed as respect- 
able allow themselves to become prin- 
cipals in the politico-financial degra- 
dation of the hour; but these very men 
feel that there is some excuse for their 
attitude {n the ease with which a re- 


publican congress allows itself to be 


come subservient to the predatory 
commercial interestse—the interests 
that demand specia) legislation in re- 
turn for the cortributions they make 
to the campaign fund. 

For ft is a well-known fact that the 
corruption that exists in the munici- 
palities where partial exposure has 
been made, flourish on a larger and a 
more dangerous scale in Washington, 
where agroup of congressmen take 
the place of the municipal boss. Mr. 
Henry Loomis Nelson, who is a re- 
publican, declares that the republican 
party of the nation is under the power 
of the commercial predatory classes, 
the classes who seek money favors 
from the government—money favors 
in the shape of special legislation. 
This is why the republicans are op- 
posed to any modification of the tariff, 
even the most reasonable and neces- 
sary. This is why they favor a ship 
subsidy for the benefit of a few owners 
and capitalists. This is why they have 
suppressed the reciprocity features of 
high protection. And this is why 
they stand for the trusts that are fnjur- 
ing the people. 

These capitalists, combinations, and 
what not, have money to burn, as the 
saying is, and they are willing, in re- 
turn for special favors received and 
expected, to make heavy contributions 
to the campaign funds of the republican 
party. These classes are the celebrated 
“business interests,” of which we hear 
so much when legisilatfon in the in- 
terest of the people ig proposed. We 
have had many hints first and last, 
that these interests were suspicious of 
the president, that he would not do 
to depend on because no one knew 


we do not hear them now, and for the 
very good reason that the president 
has demonstrated his contempt for the 
law whenever and wherever it comes 
in conflict with the necessity of favor- 
ing the interests that supply campaign 
funds, or the interests of those who 
control votes. 

Yet there is no reason why despair 
should overtake us, for the people will 
discover for themselves what is going 
on, and how their government is un- 
dergoing a change in the interest of 
the influential commercial classes, and 
when this fact becomes clear, then 
house cleaning will be in order.

Chinese Exclusion. 

The general deficiency appropriation 
bill now under consideration in the 
United States senate, carries with it, 
in the shape of an amendment, the Hitt 
Chinese exclusion bill, which the house 
saw fit to incorporate in it. 

This bill directs that the laws for 
the exclusion of the Chinese shall be 
so construed as to exclude from en- 
trance into or residence within the 
United States and “any territory. sub- 
ject to its jurisdiction,” all persons of 
Chinese descent, excepting those who 
are citizens of the United States by 
reason of birth and those who are spe- 
cifically granted such privilege by the 
law The bill stipulates that the words 
“Chinese person,” used therein, shall 
be construed to mean any person de- 
scended from an ancestor of the Mon- 
golian race, which ancestor is now, or 
was at any time, subsequent to the 
year 1800,a subject of the Chinese em- 
peror; and it further makes the state- 
ment of the duly appointed immigra- 
tion or inspection officer that he be- 
lieves a given person to be of Chinese 
descent sufficient proof thereof, unless 
such person shall establish by affirma- 
tive evidence that such is not the fact. 

As much as we must recognize the 
necessity for legtslation of this charac- 
ter, in order that our western shor®s 
be not overrun with Chinese coolies 
to the degradation and pauperization 
jof American labor, is it not time to 
/suggest that there is danger of mak- 
ing Chinese exclusion offensively 
harsh and unnecessarily drastic? The 
action of the Chinese government in 
notifying our government of its de- 
nunciation of the exclusion treaty 
about to expire shows that the Chinese 
are sensitive as to the sweeping nature 
of the old exclusion act, and they have 
cause to be. Chinamen are not all 
coolies by» any means, and there are 
many of them who ought to be allowed 
to visit the United States without hav- 
ing to submit to a course of official 
red tape offensive to their self-respect. 
It is really remarkable that the edu- 
cated, well-informed Chinaman on his 
native heath should care to have any- 
thing to do with the United States un- 
der the circumstances, trade advaye 
tages being equal elsewhere. We go 
out of our way to invite these people 
to buy our manufactures and are en- 
gaged in extraordinary efforts to in- 
crease their American purchases. Per- 
haps we would find them better cus- 
tomers if we did not treat them all as 
objectionable coolies in our exclusion 
legislation.

RETARDS ALL PLANT LIFE

WING to the unseasonably cool 
() weather of the past week much 

replanting of cotton wil] be neces- 
sary in the southern part of the state 
Thig weather condition causes the stands 
to be rather poor, and retards germina- 
tion, although favorable for planting. 

The peach crop in fifteen northern coun- 
ties has been injured by recent frosts, 
but a full yield is expected in the south- 
ern part of the state. 

Section Director J. B. Marbury’s com- 
plete crop bulletin for the week end- 
ing April 26 follows: 

General Review. 


The week was unseasonably coo] with 
light, scattered showerg over the north- 
ern half of the state, little or no rain in 
middle and southern counties. These con- 
ditions were favorable for planting, but 
retarded germination. Cotton planting 
continues in the north; about completed 
middle sections; chopping continues in 
the south. Stands are generally poor, ow- 
ing to the cool, dry weather and much 
replanting will be necessary. Corn is 
making slow growth over the southern 
half of the state and is coming up slow- 
ly, with poor stands, in northern districta, 
A full yield of peaches is expected ex- 
cept in about fifteen of the northern coun- 
tles of the Piedmont system, extending 
from Carroll county on the west to Fan- 
nin and Union counties in the north. In 
the latter section peaches on low lands 
were generally killed by frosts early in 
the month, but a partial crop is indicated 
from orchards on high lands. 

Northern Section. 


DeKalb—Cotton planting nearing com- 
pletion, some. plants up, but stands gen- 
erally poor, owing to cool weather; corn 
fine; wheat and-spring oats doing well; 
fruit safe. 

Elbert—Weather favorable for planting, 
but detrimental to growth; wheat and 
oats fair; fine fruit crop indicated.

Hall—Cool weather prevailed during the 
week with rain and sleet on the 20th; 
some corn up, but plants are yellow; 
wheat and oats doing very well. 

Hart—Weather unfavorable for germina- 
tion: cotton planting nearing completion; 
corn coming up slowly; wheat looks well; 
good stands of spring oats; fruit safe; 
gardens backward. 

Jackson—A cool and cloudy week, with 
occasional showers; cotton and corn plant- 
ing pushed, but germination is slow. 

Paulding—The outlook for peaches is 
poor, recent frosts having greatly dam- 
aged the crop; corn planting continues; 
prevailing cool weather is unfavorable 
for cotton planting. 

Pickens—Cotton planting delayed by cool 
weather, but other work is progressing 
favorably; corn on uplands is coming up 
but plants are sickly; poor outlook for 
peaches. 

Walton—Corn planting on uplands near- 
ly completed; cotton planting retarded 
by cool weather; wheat fine; oats thin;

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ILLEGAL BUNDS 
MAY CAUSE SUIT 


Indications That Suit May Be 
Brought Against the State 


Attorney General Hart Receives Let- 
ter from a New York Banker 
Which Points to a Combina- 
tion with a View To Giv- 
ing Georgia Trouble. 


Evidences have developed of a combi- 
nation on the part of certain holders of 
repudiated Georgia bonds with a. view 
to giving the state some trouble because 
of failure to pay a debdt which legally 
and morally the state does not owe. 

Recently in the case of a suit brought 
by the state of South Dakota against 
North Carolina, the supreme court held 
that it had jurisdiction to entertain such 
a complaint imvolving the validity of 
state bonds, and it was held that a cer- 
tain railroad property in connection with 
which North Carolina hed issued the 
bonds in question, was the security for 
those bonds, and that it could be held 
liable for them to the extent of the 
value of that security. The question of 
state sovereignty wag not involved in the 
Dakota-Carolina case, 

As a result of the foregoing case, how- 
ever, it would seem that holders of the 
fliegal and repudiated Brunswick and 
Albany railroad bonds, bearing the in- 
dorsement of the state of Georgia, have 
determined, in the event all hope is re- 
moved of getting the state to compro- 
mise, to transfer their holdings to some 
state which will bring suit against Geor- 
gia in the supreme court of the United 
States. At least this is the inference 
from a letter which has just been re- 
ceived by <Attormey Genera) John C, 
Hart from a prominent New York 
banker. 

What the Banker Says. 

The banker who writes Judge Hart 
states that he represents an estate which 
holds $30,000 of the repudiated Bruns- 
wick and Albany bonds bearing Georgia’s 
indorsement. Other New York brokers 
who hold like or larger amdunts of the 
same issue have requested him, he states, 
to make inquiry into the matter. He 
asks. therefore, if Judge Hart will recom- 
mend, and if the state would under any 
circumstances make, payment of any 
portion of the principal and interest on 
these bonds. 

Judge Hart replied that the bonds had 
been repudiated by the state as repre- 
senting a debt which the state does not 
owe. There is no disposition on the part 
of the etate to pay any portion of them, 
or to compromise with their holders, 
and Judge Hart stated that there would 
be no possibility of the holders collecting 
them from the state. 

In his letter the New York banker said 
he thought it best to take the matter up 
first with the state to see if a compro- 
mise could be effected. before taking 
other steps looking to the coliection of 
the bonds. 

Of course, the state would not consider 
the payment of these bonds. They were 
issued October !7, 1870, under the act of 
March |8, 1869, and were repudiated by 
act of the legislature of August 16, 
1872. The cause of the repudiation is 
not stated in the act, but it ig said to 
have been the fallure on the part of 
those who proposed to build the Bmuns- 
wick and Albany railroad to carry out 
the terms of the contract under which 
the etate put its indorsement on the 
bonds. Having failed in this the state 
considered that it was not liable, because 
the bonds were never used, nor were 
the proceeds from them, for the pur- 
poses for which they were intended,

a clause giving as one of the reasons 
for issuing these bonds to aid the Bruns- 
wick and Albany, the fact that this road, 
as far as it had been constructed at 
the time of the civil war, was torn up 
by the state, and its iron was used on 
the Western and Atlantic trallroad. This 
was evidently a war measure, neverthe- 
less it was seized upon by the republican 
legislature as an excuse for issuing the 
fraudulent bonds during the administra- 
tion of Governor Bullock. 

The Georgia case differs from the North 
Carolina case in that there fs no Se- 
curity for the repudiated bonds, nor was 
there ever any in existence. The state 
indorsed the bonds upon ai condition 
which was never fulfilled, and it was 
only natural that such fraudulent bonds 
should be promptly repudiated. The 
suit against Georgia, therefore, should 
one be brought, would involve thé ques- 
tién of state sovereignty, and upon this 
feature the supreme, court has. not 
passed.

Many 
of the most prominent singers in Atlanta 
appeared to take part, invitations hav- 
ing been sent all over the city, and al- 
though a chorus of 150 had been hoped 
for it 1s now quite probable that the 
many well known names on the chorus 
list will attract other singers to raise 
the chorus number to 200.

The principal works to be presented are: 
“Olaf Trygvasson,”’ Greig; scenes from 
‘Opheus,"’ Gluck; Rhapsody, op. 53, 
Brahms; the “Sun Worshipers,’’ Thomas; 
orchestral works by Bach, Beethoven, 
Brahms, Mozart, in addition to eminent 
eomposers of the advanced school. Schu- 
mann-Heink, Campanari, Kendall, Earn- 
est and Ehrgott will be heard in the best 
solo numbers of their respective reper- 
tcires, besides appearing in the works 
mentioned, and unaccompanied numbers 
by the chorus will in themselves make & 
feature of the festival. 


HERE 1s a deal of hard praticing 
To most people's pianos these days, 
because commencement recitajs and 
concerts are not far away, and this very 
fact of the unusual amount of work that 
students of music are doing in prepara- 
tion is in itself a strong argument in fa- 
for of periodical recitals, a custom to 
which there tgs frequent objection. The 
students cram, it is declared, and spend 
valuable time on special ‘‘pieces’’ that 
would be better expended on foundational 
study. Their physical health, too, it {gs of- 
ten declared, suffers through nervous an- 
ticipation and undue music stuffing. 
There is truth tn these arguments, but 
only when the conditions cited are exces- 
sive. The recital habit is bad, but when 
students are called upon annually or oc- 
casionally to play what they have learn- 
ed to play as a part of their regular 
course of study and not as direct prepa- 
ration for public performance there lis 
something to be said in favor of the 
idea, At least that poise and self con- 
fidence which must be a part of publics 
success can thus the soomer be acquired. 
It is a fact, too, that students take a 
more substantial interest in their prac- 
tice when they have something directly 
at hand to work for. Theoretically, music 
itself ig incentive enough to study, but 
practically a more tangible purpose is 
more compensating. Children are not of- 
ten born with an innate love of study, 
even though the love of music may be a 
part of them. In fact, Indisposition to 
study is usually a stronger force with 
them than the disposition towards: music. 
There are characteristics among them 
that may be played upon to advantage, 
however. It is legitimate even to ap- 
peal to their weakness In such an in- 
stance and substantial results can thus 
be obtained when the idea of music for 
music’s sake would savor too much of 
the abstract to influence the very prac- 
tical brain of the modern youth. 
Among the recitals which will introduce 
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a number of students who are on the 
right road to musical achievement are the 
Klindworth Conservatory recitals. They 
will take place earlier than usual this 
year on account of the music festival. 
The last week in May has been chosen 
and a large friendly interest will be man- 
ifest in what is expected to be a good 
showing of well disposed talent. 

Early in June Misses Evelyn and Mar- 
fon Jackson will conduct a promising se- 
ries of recitals, some to take place at 
their studio and some at the Woman's 
Club rooms, Before that time ‘“‘The Mas- 
ters’ Club” will hold their last meeting 
until fall, and the programme they will 
present suggests in the character of its 
selections and the training of the stu- 
dents who will take part a musical event 
of interest. 

Miss Theodora Morgan is arranging 4 
recital series, and through them she wili 
display the excellent work of a number 
of students, children.and grown peopie. 

Miss Clementine MacGregor is accus- 
tomed to plan commencement recitals, 
but hers will be more private in their 
character—more properly in:the nature 
of ‘‘family affairs.’’ 

Miss Rose White Steinhagen will an- 
nounce later some students’ recitals, vo- 
cal and piano, and these are only a few 
which will betray during May and Juné 
Atlanta’s studious musical activity. 

\V\ ELL’S action in requesting the 

omission of any composition of 


his that might possibly be included on a 
recent Metropolitan opera house concert 
programme which was devoted’ entirely 
to the works of American composers, has 
been the subject of editorials for several 
weeks, not merely in the musica] maga- 
zines, but in the dally newspapers and 
almost invaribaly his objection has been 
upheld. Mr. MacDowell’s request was as 
nearly In the nature of a command ag 
he could legitimately make !t and he of- 
fered to meet any expense that might re- 
sult from a change of programme in case 
his name had been placed there. 

The reason he gave for his objection 
was that such Iimitation appeared like 
admission of American inferiority in com- 
position. In other words Mr. MacDowell 
would rather stand as a great composer, 
universally speaaing, than as the greategt 
American composer, the latter a reputa- 
tion which would manifestly be encour- 
aged by the practice of such concert lim- 
itations. The ultimate value of his work 
could not be dwarfed thus, but few com- 
posers would be satisfied with posthu- 
mous appreciation if through any effort 
of theirs they could secure, too, the fame 
that they would live to enjoy. 

A Schumann programme is a good 
thing from an educational standpoint, or 
a Beethoven programme; and so ts that 
one which is devoted to Slavonic compos- 
ers, or early English, perhaps. A pro- 
gramme devoted to German composers, 
though, would mean nothing tangibie, 
because German music is so broadly in- 
clusive and diverse. Similarly and yet 
not similarly, a programme of music by 
American composers is a difficult sugges- 
tion, because distinctively American mu- 
sic would be elusive to define or deter- 
mine, 

Mr. MacDowell's music has by critical 
acclaim been placed 4mong the stand- 
ards of modern music and even his pa- 
triotism can hardly be questioned, tnere- 
fore, when, rather than be rated as a 
type of an intangible institution, he 
would stand with world composers, be- 
cause music ig an art of no nationality 
or time,

_ The subject of this hour's discussion is 
not of my selection. With the honored 
invitation to accept. a place on the pro- 
gramme of this great converitién. came 
also the request that I should speak on 
“The South and the Negro.” The dis- 
tinguished honor of this request was ac- 
rorded, not because I have the capac- 
Ity to speak on this subject by the au- 
thority of fuller and more accurate 
knowledge than others, but rather be- 
cause I live in the south and am a friend 
of the negro. 

| shaw’ speak tonight with perfect can- 
dor, if not with approved wisdom, and I 
appear not ag the partisan of One idéa, 
but as an ambassador of the truth and a 
lever of my country.

Whatever the cause or causes, there is 
no disguising the fact that tnere is great 
unrest and growing discontentment 
among the negroes of the south. They 
are beginning to feel friendless and help- 
less. The frequent lynchings that dis- 
grace our ciyilization, the advocacy by 
some of limiting to the minimum the 
school advantages provided for them, and 
the widening gulf of separation between 
the younger generations of both races, 
have produced a measure of despair. 

We need not close our eyes to the inev- 
itable. We are soon to face industrial 
Gisaster unless conditions are radically 
changed. Our cotton lands will lie fal- 
low, and our fertile fields cease to yield 
their valuable staples. Already the scar- 
city of labor is the despair of large land- 
ownera, : 
‘Unfortunately for this question, and for 
the best’ interests of both races, ‘it has 
not been eliminaté@ from local and -na- 
tional politics. So long.as it furnishes an 
easy, and exciting issue for contending 
partisans, there will be little opportunity 
for constructive statesmanship to deal 
wisely with the stupendous problem. 


White Supremacy Is Cant. 

The old cry of “white supremacy” may 
be imperiled is a travesty on Anglo-Saxon 
chivalry. With every executive, judicial 
and legislative officer of the state in the 
hands of white people, and with suffrage 
qualifications that have practically ellm- 
inated the negro from political affairs, 
the old siogan is the emptiest cant. 


This is no question for small politicians; | 
| but for broad, patriotic statesmen. 


It 
is not for non-resident theories, but for 
yractical publicists; not. for academic 
sentimentalists, but for clear-visioned hu- 
inanitarians., 

But for some of the acute jhases of 
this question the south can be acquitled 
of blame. The once beautiful and pa- 
thetic attachments of the older people of 
both races were rudely severed, not alone 
by the shock of war, but: by the fanati- 
cal unwisdom of certain boasted bene- 
factors 

Mistakes that have become a tragedy 
vere made by some misguided persons 
who came south after the war to be the 
polftical teachers and leaders of the ne- 
groes. Representing themselves as the 
cnly friends of the recently emancipated 
race, they made denunciation of former 
slave owners an apology for their pres- 
erce, and a part of the negro’s education. 
That policy only complicated the difficult 
problem. It poisoned the spirit of one 
race and aroused the fierce antagonism 
of the ather. 

‘Things To Be Considered. 

In the study of this momentous ques- 
tion some things may be consicered as 
cefinitely and finally settled: 

1. In the south there will never be any 
sccial mingling of the races. Whether 
it be prejudice or pride of race, there is 
a middle wall of partftion which will not 
be broken down. 

2. They will worship in separate church- 
€g and be educated in separate schools. 
This alike desired by both races, and is 
for the good of each. 


3. The political power of this section | 


will remain in present hands. Here, as 
disewhere, intelligence” and“ wealth will 
and should control the administration of 
governmental affairs. 

4. The great body of the negroes are 
here to gtay. Their coerced colonization 
would be a crime, and their deportation 
a physica] impossibility. And the white 
people are less anxious for them to go 
iran they are to leave. They are na- 
tives and not intruders. 

Now let ug consider some of the duties 
we Owe these people, committed to us 
as a trust. 

|, They must be guarant@ed the equal 
protection of the law. To do less would 
forfeit plighted faith and disrupt the very 
foundation of social order. All the re- 
sources of government should be exhaust- 
ed in protecting innocence and punish- 
ing guilt. There should be no aristocracy 
in crane. A white fiend is as much to be 
feared as a “black brute.’’ I can give it 
as my deliberate judgment that there is 
never an occasion when the resort to 
lynch law can be justified. However dark 
and dreadful the crime, punishment 
should be inflicted by due process of law. 
Every lyncher becomes a law-despiser, 
and every law-despiser is a betrayer ef 
his country, 

But there ‘are indications of a better 
Our best citizens are becoming 


A camp of ¢onfederate vet- 
erang in Mississippi, composed of heroic 


! men, who feared not the wild shock of 


battle in contending for what they be- 


' lieved to be right, recently passed some 


vigorous resolutions against this spirit 
of lawlessness, 

2. The right education of the negro is 
at once a duty and a necessity. All the 
resources of the school should be ex- 
hausted in elevating his character, im- 
proving his education, and increasing 
his capacity ag a citizen, 

But what would be the effect of policy 
Suppose we close the 
30,000 negro schools of the south? What 
would be the result? Let Dr. Curry tell 
us: “Ignorance more dense, pauperism 
more general and severe, crime, superst!- 
tion and immorality rampant.”’ 

And that view is held by the greatest 
leaders of the south. No man who ever 
represented my native state of Missis- 
sippi in the highest councils of the nae- 
tion more correctly interpreted her truest 
thought on all great issues than did 
Lucius Q. C. Lamar. And no man among 
us ever had a more enthusiastic follow- 
ing. 

When a measure was pending in the 
senate proposing national aid to educa- 
tion, Mississippi’s distinguished senator 
gave expression to matured views that 
commanded the applause of the entire 
state. Northern senators had intimated 
lack of confidence in the state educational 
authorities to distribute the fund equi- 
tably and suggested amendments to the 
bill. Senator Lamar said: 

“I say with entire confidence that this 
distrust is not deserved; that senators 
are mistaken -as to the state of feeling 
in the south with reference to the edu- 
cation of the negro. The people of the 
soigh find that the most precious jnterests 
of their society and civilization are bound 
up in the question of his education—of his 
education out of his present state of bar- 
barism, 

“The problem of race, in a large part, 
is a problem of filiteracy. Most of the 
evils, most of the difficulties, which have 
grown up out of that’ problem, have 
arisen from a condition of ignorance. 
prejudice and superstition. “Remove these, 
and the simple elements of the question 
will come into play with a more en- 
lightened understanding, and a more 
tolerant disposition. I will go with 
those who will go rtherest into this 
matter.” 

In.a masterly address before the con- 
stitutional convention of Louisiana a few 
years ago Dr. Curry spoke these grandly 
eloquent words.

What 
are to be our relations to ignorance, pov- 
erty, crime, barbarism? Shall one race 
have every encouragement and oppor- 
tunity for development for higher civiliza- 
tion, and the other handicapped and en- 
vironed with insurmountable obstacles to 
progress? Are friction, strife, hatred, 
less likely with the negro under stereo- 
typed conditions of inferiority than by 
the recognition and stimulation of what- 
ever capacities for progress he may 
possess? By these principles so elo- 
quently enunciated by our great leaders, 
the country willl unfalteringly stand. 
Whatever the discouragement and seem- 
ing failures, the policy inspired by Chris- 
tianity and vindicateg by history will not 
almost lavish hand to the education of 
be reversed. And-in all the coming 
years that which will be spoken of most 
to the honor of the south was that, out 
of the wreck and ruin of war, with little 
left but the charred and scarred remains 
of fire and tempest, she gave with an 
the negroes. 

Education Has Not Made Criminals. 

From the declaration that education 
has made the negro more immoral and 
criminal I am constrained to dissent. 
There are no data or figures on which to 
base such an indictment, or justify such 
an assertion On the contrary, undis- 
putable facts attest the statement that 
education and its attendant influences 
have elevated the standard and tone of 
morals among the negroes of the south. 
The horrid crinyes which furnish an 
apology for the too frequent expressions 
of mob vidlence in these parallels, al- 
most without exception, are committed 
by the most ignorant and brutal of the 
race. I have been at not a little pains 
to ascertain from representatives of va- 
rious institutions the post-collegiate his- 
tory of their students, and I am pro- 
foundly gratified at the record. I be- 
lieve it perfectly safe to say that not a 
single case of criminal assault has ever 
been charged on a student of a mission 
school for negroes founded and sustained 
by a great Christian denomination, 

“To school the negro,’’ says a certain 
editor, ‘‘is to increase him criminally. 
Official statistics do not He, and they 
tell us that the negroes who can read 
and write are more criminal than the 
illiterate.”’ 

Now, I do not hesitate to affiarm that 
the United States census shows exactly 
the opposite—that education has decreased 
crime. A careful study of the exact 
figures will show that the proportion of 
negro criminals from the {fsiiterate class 
has been 40 per cent larger than from 
the class which has had school training. 

Joel Chandler Harris, the distinguished 
author and political philosopher, and 
whose interpretation of the southern ne- 
gro has given him world-wide and im- 
mortal fame, in a recent article in The 
Saturday Evening Post gives this em- 
phatiec testimony: 


‘The idle and criminal classes among 


, outnumber 


them make a great show in the police 
court records, but right here in Atlanta 
the reputable and decent negroes far 
those who are on the Ifsts 
of the police as new or old offenders. I 
am bound to conclude from what I see 
about me and what I know of the race 
elsewhere, that the negro, notwithstand- 
ing the late start he has made In civiliza- 
tion and enlightenment, is capable of 
making himself a useful member of the 
community in which he lives and moves.”’ 

And in this scheme for their educa- 
tion a constructive statesmanship sug- 
gests that proper training be provided 
for those who may become the teachers 
and wise leaders of their people. 

The true theory of negro education in 
the south has been admirably stated ‘n 
these words: ‘‘The rudiments of an edu- 
cation for all, industrial training for the 
many, and a college course for the tal- 
ented few.’’ The thirty thousand negro 
public schools of the south, on which 
$7,500,000 are expended annually, ana 
for which we have spent $1!25,000,000 
since 1870, must be supplied with c@m- 
petent teachers of that race 


Right Must Win. 


To every man among them with the 
evident qualities of leadership, we should 
lend our Christian sympathy and a help- 
ing hand, 

Other phases of this problem of the 
nation I have not time to consider. Al}- 
ready I have trespassed too long upon 
your patience. 

My message is to the younger people 
of the south. Into their strong hands 
the country is soon to be committed. 
Upon them must devolve the solution of 
this problem. It requires great wisdom 
and long patience. But God rules, and 
right the day must win. 


One Killed, Five Injured. 


Chillicothe, Ohio, Apri] 26.—Charles 
S. Shumaker, a candy salesman, of JLan- 
caster, Ohio, was killed and five other 
passengers injured in a wreck on the 
Norfolk and Western near Hayesville 
today. 
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One of the largest cotton mills in the 
south is contemplating selling direct 
to the consumer by means of a regularly 


constituted mail order business, sags B. 
M. Holman, of Chicago, representative of 
One Of the largest advertising concerns 
in the United States. 

“It was this probject, now under dis- 
cussion by the owners of the mill, that 
brought me south this trip,’ said Mr. 
Holman yesterday. 

‘The mill in question is as large as any 
in the south, and is Seriously contem- 
plating disposing of its entire stOck by 
a mail order business carried on between 
the consumer and the factory. The mill 
;}makes muslins, and by the System pro- 
‘posed, a housewife desirous of using mus- 
lin could buy a Ddolt, two bolts, or what- 
ever quantity she wanted direct from the 
mill, saving a part of the store cost 
herself, while the profit to the mill would 
also be greater. 

“If this is done by the mill I have men- 
tioned it will be the first venture of the 
kind in America, though Huropean mills 
have made a success of. jt. 

“The general tendency in all lines of 
manufacturing today is to Sell to the 
consumer if possible. By this means the 
percentage of the middle man and jobber 
are saved to the manufacturer, and of 
course the consumer gets 4 part of the 
benefit as an inducement to patronize 
the mail order business, 

“Some of the New Bnagland ee do 
their own bleaching, but few, any, 
mills in the south do. The cloth after 
it leaves the looms of the factory is 
first sent to a bleachery, then to a job- 
ber, than to a dry goods store, and finally 
into the home of whe consumer. By on 
stalling a bleachery of its own and plac- 
ing its own labels on the goods, — 
is now done by jobbers, the mills coul 
deal directly with consumerts and save 
what would otherwise go into the pock- 
ets of the jobbers and dry goods store 
men. And, of course, it would hurt both 
these lines of business. But, as I said, 
the tendency in all lines of manufacturing 
is to deal as much 4s possible with the 
consumer in the interest of profits to 

actory. 
gp saat order business has grown 
to wonderful proportions. One concern 
in Chicago, which sells nothing except 
by mail, does a business amounting to 
$1,000,000 a week. During the harvest 
season in the wheat country of the west 
this concern sold binding twine for sev- 
eeks at a rate of a carload every 
thirty or forty minutes, I don’t remem- 
ber the exact figures. They handle 
everything imaginable, and as the peo- 
ple all over the country have begun to 
have confidence in and like the mail or- 
der business, they are making immense 
sums of money. 

“The United States government has 
been so severe with swindlers that they 
have ceased to operate to a large ex- 
tent, and only honest, reliable mail or- 
der houses can operate through the 
mails. The public knows this and has 
a proportionate confidence in the con- 
cerns doing businesg on these methods. 

“It is rather a hard matter to do a 
legitimate mail order business, however. 
Take the concern in Chicago I just spoke 
of. They get thousands of dollars with 
no signature or address in the accom- 
panying letter, nothing by which the 
sender may be identified. These letters 
are kept on file. By and by someone 
will write: ‘I sent you a certain amount 
of money two months ago and never 
received the goods ordered.’ The hand- 
writing of this letter ig compared with 
that of some in the unidentified file and 
the chances are that in this way the 
customer who failed to indicate who he 
was or where he was to be found, gets 
his goods in the end, 

‘‘Mail order houses when their busi- 
ness groWs to amount to something, get 
cheap rates from the express company, 
which is also a great aid in their bus!- 
ness The mill I spoke of will send all 
its goods by express in the event the 
mail order system is adopted. And it 
will be adopted if the owners degide that 
it can be made to pay.”’ 

Mr. Holman was asked what business 
he dealt most with in the south, and re- 
plied: 

‘Probably our largest dealings In any 
one line are with patent medicine manu- 
facturers. Atlanta and Chattanooga are 
both great patept medicine manufactur- 
ing cities, and we do considerable Dusi- 
ness with both places. The patent medi- 
cine business is growing wonderfully, 
too. People are taking more patent med- 
icines today than ever before in the his- 


eral W 


tory of that business. 
“Then we do a considerable business 
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with other lines of manufacturing. Per- 


don’t know that Atlanta saw mill ma- 
chinery is sold in the lumber regions 
of the northwest, but it ts. A great 
many Georgia and southern manufac- 
tured articles are sold all over the coun- 
try and compete favorably wits northern 
products of the same kind. 

“The south is constantly progressing 
along all lines, Of course there was and 
Still is much room for progress and im- 
provement in this section, but the people 
are taking intelligent advantage of their 
opportunities and the entire south is feel- 
Mg the benefit of this, together with the 
high price of cotton.”’

St. Petersburg, April 26.—Tihe Novoe 
Vremya today contains a remarkably 
free oriticlsm of the Russlan navy, which 
reads as follows:

The present system of 
promoting officers according to the nutm- 
ber of nautica! miles they sal! may work 
well in a highly efficient navy, but it is 
adeuTdly dangerous for ours, where the 
capacities of the officers fluctuate. As 
am result many of our best officers are 
discouraged into retirement. 

“The present wer is uniike any pre- 
vious war, in that the whole nation is 
following its phases with breathless anx- 
lety. Our nerves are strained much, as 
are those of the defenderg of Port Ar- 
thur, We weep over our reverses, and 
rejoice at the slightest succesm Like 
the English in the Boer war, We are 
One of the greatest of the world powers 
fighting a smaller onc, and the gentiment 
of patrictiam: overwhelms all other con- 
@iderations.”’ 


TWO JAPANESE SERVANTS

Nivcohwang, April 26.—After having 
been detained for two weeks and thor- 
oughly examined by Tic” Russian author- 
ities. the two Japanese Servants who 
came into port on the press boat Fawan 
have been released.

NEGOTIATIONS COMPLETED 
FOR LOAN OF $160,000,000 

Paris, Apri: 26.—Negotiations for a new 
loan between Russia and a Paris finan- 
cial syndicate are ag good as completed. 
The amount & placed at $1!60,000,000. 

The syndicate, it is understood, in- 
cludes the Russo0-Chinese bank and the 
Hottinger group. The loan is to be con- 
tracted in treasury bonds at the rate of 
98 per cent, and is to bear interest at 5 
per cent. 

The syndicate guarantees $80,000,000, 
and in all probability there will be a pub- 
lic subscription. The details cannot be 
officially confirmed. 


NO FIGHTING ON YALU 
DECLARE RUSSIANS 

Niuchwang, April 26.—The Russian au- 
thorities mere deny that there has been 
any important engagements recently on 
the Yalu, but they report the destruction 
of a few Japanese junks by the Russian 
volunteers. 

The Japamese have not arrived at the 
Yalu in foroe, according to the Russians 
in Niuchwang, nor have they crossed the 
river at any point. The Russian forces 
are still in possession of all points on 
the west or Manchuria side of the river, 
whioh they occupied originally and con- 
gequently the execution of the plan of 
failing back on Feng Hwan Oheng and 
Liao Yang, which is attributed to General 
Kuropatkin, the Russian cOmmander in 
chief, has not begun. 


‘VALDIVOSTOK SQUADRON 
MAY BE CUT FROM BASE 

Kobe, April 26.—Under full steam a 
strong squadron of Japanese armored 
cruisers was observed this morning mak- 
ing its way northward in the Japan. sea. 
Tt ia believed that the vessels are on their 
way to attempt to cut off the Russian 
equadron that appeared at Won-San on 
the east coast of Korea yesterday. It is 
feared, however, that as thg czar’s cruis- 
ers are superior in speed to those, of the 
mikado they may escape in safety to the 
ehelter of Viadivostok. 

It ig also stated that the Japanese have 
eucceeded in luring the Russians froin 
protection of the Vladivostok guns and 
that there is another Japanese squadron 
between them and their retreat, but these 
are mere rumors.

@&t. Petersburg, April 26.—Advices from 
Mukden indicate that the Russians have 
completed the concentration of their 
forces on the Mukden-Liao-Yang-Yalu 
and Mukden-Niuchwang lines. 

Forty thousand men are occupying for- 
tified positions along the Yalu river, and 
twenty thousand are posted at Taku- 
shan, at the head of Korea bay, where 
the Japanese have threatened to make a 
landing. Tihe Russians also occupy the 
banks of the Tumen river from the 
Russo-Korean frontier to Lake Tai-TjJl 
|Paik-Teu-San), on the Manchu-Korean 
fronfier, near the sourcé of the Yalu. 

Detachments of Russian cavalry and 
light artillery hold the towns of Kio-Lin, 
Musan and Zunduyan, along the river, 
and points on the east coast of Korea 
offering facilities for landings. 


SURVIVORS OF SUNKEN SHIPS 
WILL ENTER FIGHT AGAIN 
Kharkov, Russia, April 26.—Some of 
the officers of the Variag and Korietz 
declare that°they do not consider them- 
selves prisoners of war, but merely as 
shipwrecked sailors who can fight again. 
The reception accorded here to the sur- 
vivors of the two warships’ crew was 
very enthupfastic.

CZAR IN BEST OF HEALTH 
DECLARE RUSSIANS 
St. Petersburg, April 26.—The reports 
that the emperor's health is unsat'sfac- 
tory are untrue. He transacts business 
with his ministers, receives them as 
usual, takes his customary walk in the 
garden of the winter palace in the after- 
noon, and later almost daily takes a 
drive about the city. 


BALTIC FLEET TO SAIL 
NOT SOONER THAN JULY 

St. Petersburg, April 26.—The report 
that the Baltic fleet is to leave Libeau 
Thursday for the Far East is incorrect. 
Some of the ships are just going into 
commisston, and those just being com- 
pleted cannot be finished before July. 
The reports may be attributable to the 
fact that sOme school ships are going 
vut to train the naval reserves. 

The battleship Borodino left the aéd- 
miralty works today form Cronstadt to 
receive her armor and heavy guna. 

The admiralty is giving earnest con- 
sideration of all questions in connectign 
with the dispatch in July of the Baltic 
fleet to the Far ast. 

Vice Admiral Rojestvonsky, who will 
command it, and Vice Admiral Wirenius 
have been in consultation. Al) idea of 
following the northern route has been 
abandoned; indeed, it was never serious- 
ly considered. Admira] -Rojestky origin- 
ally favored the Cape of Good 
Hope route, but it is more 
probable that  colliers and supply 
ships well protected will go by that 
route, and that battleships and torpedo 
boats will pass through the Suez canal. 
The two divisions will rendezvous in the 
Indian ocean, 

For the entire fleet to proceed by way 
of Cape of Good Hope would take too 
much time, the expendture of a large 
quantity of coal and the fouling of the 
boilers and bottOms of the fighting ships, 
which it is important to avoid, on ac- 
count of lack of facilities at Port Arthur. 

It is understood that the admiralty 
now entertains no fears although Ad- 
miral Wirenius complains of the strict- 
ness with which the neutrality of the 
canal is enforced. 

There is evidence of a more friendly 
disposition on the part of the British 
authorities. It is said that they pointed 
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out that they would have to hold con- 
traband of war arriving at Liverpool 
from America if landed. At the same 
time, it was suggested to the Russian 
consul that transhipmemt could take 
place in the harbor, and the authorities 
at Liverpool even placed a barge at the 
consul’s disposal. 


ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP 
BATTLE SHIP ALEXANDER IIT 
Cronstadt, April 26.—A_ sensational 
story is afloat here of an attempt to 
destroy the battleship Alexander III. Ac- 
cording to the reports, a sailor saw a 


stranger wearing the uniform of an of-' 


ficer going down into the engine room 
of the battleship, followed him and saw 
the stranger attaching something con- 
nected with wire to the dynamos. 

After the stranger left the sailor ex- 
amined the attachment and found it to 
be a bomb. The sailor at Once cut 
the wires, ran up on deck to tell what 
had happened and fourd that the strang- 
er had hanged himself. The crew of the 
Alexander ITIT., it is added, were in- 
structed not to speak of the oecurrence. 

It is said the stranger was a madman 
or a member of some revolutionary or- 
ganization to whose lot it had fallen 
to blow up the Alexander IIT.

Present Situation Renders It Alto- 
gether Impossible for England 
To Take Prominent Part in 
Restoring Warring Na- 
ti¥as to Peace. 


London,. April 26.—Inquiries made by 
the Associated Press here revea] no traces 
of any effort or intention to Intervene 
in the Russo-Japanese war. No step 
iooking to a pacific settiement of the 
conflict has been taken by the foreign 
office, nar, so far as known in Downing 
Street, by King Edward himself. Those 
who have discussed the war with the king 
within .the last few days say that sucha 
step is the last thing he contemplates. 
Such a step, however, informally taken, 
so it held here, might seriously en- 
Ganger the vita} negotiations now pro- 
gressing between Russia and Great 
Britain with a view to the settlement 
of outstanding differences between the 


two countries. 

King Edward and the foreign office are 
fully aware that an offer or even sugges- 
tion looking to peace at the present stage 
would be resented both by Japan and 
Russia, and it emphatically denied 
that the king, even in the family circle at 
Copenhagen, has suggested mediation, 
much less intervention. 

It is believed here that al] rumofs 
bearing on the subject of pacific efforts, 
royal or otherwise, are due to misappre- 
hension concerning the negotiations out- 
lined in the Associated Press dispatches 
of April 9, which sald that after ling 
Edward had given his personal assurances 
to Emperor Nicholas, that the anti-Rus- 
aian comment in the British press did not 
represent the feeling of his government, 
Foreign Secretary Lansdowne informed 
the Russian ambassador that he would 
be glad to reopen the negotiations look- 
ing to a settlement of all mattars in dis- 
pute between Russia and Great Britain. 
Lord Lansdowne did not stipulate any 
basis or enter into any details. ambassa- 
dor Benckendorff, as statee at the t'me. 
expressed his pleasure at the offer and 
transmitted it to St. Petersburg, where 
Lord Lansdowne was understood to have 
taken them as a materia] expression of 
King Edward's personal messages and 
there for the moment the matter rested.

Rise Most Rapid tver Seen 
by Rivermen, 


Danger Greatest Above East St. 
Loris, Where Levee Broke Last 
Year — Larger Forces of 
Men at Work Build- 
ing Dykes. 


St. Louis, April 26.—The Mississippi has 
passed the 30-foot danger line and is 
creeping up at the rate of an inch and a 
half an hour. The rise is one of the most 
rapid ever recalled by the river men. 
The water is backing up in the creeks 
around East St. Louls, but Mayor Silas 
Cook, who last year directed the forces in 
constructing dykes, declares that the city 
will be able to withstand the anticipated 
stage of 35 feet. The greatest danger is 
aaid to be about 20 miles north of East St. 
Louis, where the levee first broke last 
year. 

At Madison, Venice and Granite City, 
the cities located just north of East St. 
Jouis, dykes are being constructed by 
large forces of men. Already much bot- 
tom land is under water. Many people 
have left their homes. 

Rain poured tn St. Louls and vicinity all 
night and continued today. At S8t. 
Charles, 25 miles northwest of St. Louls, 
the Missouri river is out of its banks and 
_people have been driven from their homes 
in the bottom lands. The Missouri is 
rising at the rate of 2% inches an hour, 
having risen 8 feet since Saturday. 

Ferry boat services at St. Louis has 
been abandoned ‘because of the difficulty 
in making landings in such a strong cur- 
rent. 

The first serious effect of the high wa- 
ter was felt today when the Chicago and 
Alton and Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis 
railroads declined to receive outgoing 
freight shipments and the Toledo, Bt. 
Louls and Western refused afl shipments 
except car load lots, and the Wabash 
Fast refused all shipments except live 
stock and perishable goods for today’s 
shipment, 

The yards of the four roads lie to the 
north of the yards along the river front 
in East St. Louis. 

Kansas River Falling. 

Kansas City, April 26.—The Kansas 
river here and above receded slowly to- 
day, but Colonel Connor, the local weather 
observer, says the fall will be very grad- 
ual. There is a great volume of water 
coming this way, which is being emptied 
into the Kansas river by its many tribu- 
taries, all of which are bankfull. No 
serious damage, however, is expected at 
this point.

MOSES THATCHER 


TALKS FOR CHURCH 


Defended Political Rule Prac- 
liced by Mormons, 


Denied Knowledge of Any Instance 
Where Church Consent Was 
Given or Hefused Mormon 
Candidate for Politi- 
cal Office. 


Washington, April 26.—The Smoot in- 
vestigation before the senate committee 
on privileges and elections was opened to- 
day by Attorney Tayler, for the proseou- 
} tion, calling upon Moses Thatcher to re- 
sume the stand. 

This was for the identification of a pam- 
phiet issued by Calvin Reasoner, purport- 
ing to be a naccurate account of the 
Thatcher episode. The document was put 
in the record and the witness was turned 
over to the defense for cross-examina- 
tion. 

Mr. Van Cott interrogated Mr. Thatcher 
in regard to his views on church inter- 
ference in politics. The witness said he 
had no fault to find with the political 
rules, but in answer to a question by 
Senator Dubois as to the result of a Mor- 
mon official running for a political office 
in opposition to church authorities, he 
eaid: 

“It might result as in my case, but a 
free American citizen has the right to re- 
tire from his church office and I believe 
every man who loves his country would 
resign such office under these circum- 
stances.”’ 

Mr. Thatcher defended the church and 
the political rule. He admitted, however, 
that his views had been modified in re- 
gard to the church Interference, but in- 
sisted that he knew of no instance where 
church consent had been given or refused 
a Mormon candidate for office. 

Endowment House Figures Again. 

Mr. Thatcher stated that at the time 
he was moved from the apostolate he 
wag in line for the presidency of the 
church. He said he was dropped from 
the rolls in April, !896, and formu! ac- 
tion was taken by his quorum in Novem- 
ber, 1896. Continuing, he said: 

*“T suppose I am the only man of my 


age in the Mormon church who has no 
priesthood.”’ 

“And you were denied the right to 
enter the temple?” asked the chairman. 

“sen, wr.:” 

He said he was denied entrance to the 
temple by the doorkeeper at the order 
of the first president and had never 
made application since, and he added: 

“And I am glad to say that I am a 
free American citizen.” 

“Since you were deposed as an apos- 
tle?’’ Chairman Burrows asked. 

‘Yes, sir.’’ 

Mr. Thatcher discussed his defeat in 
politics, speaking frankly of the popu- 
larity of former United States Senator 
Rawlins, and also of the church's Oop- 
position to his own caindidacy. All 
questions were answered with the ex- 


ception of some by Chairman Burrows 


in regard to the ceremony which is per- 
formed in the éndowment house. 

"T think I should be excused in re- 
gard to that,” replied the witness. 

“Why ?’’ 

‘“"Because of the general sacredness of 
the ceremony.” 

“Have you taken any obligation not 
to reveal it.?” 

“] think I have.’’ 

“What would be the effect if you 
should disclose the nature of the obli- 
gation or ceremony?’ 

“No effect, except my conscience.”’ 

No further effort was made to obtain 
a description of the ceremony, and Mr. 
Thatcher was excused.

July Closed 1 1-Sc Higher, Corn Was

Chicago, April 26.—A largely decreased 
visible supply coupled with a decidedly 
increased export demand, cau'’sed a strong 
finish in the wheat pit today. The July 
delivery is up | !-8c. Corn made a net 
gain of 7-8c, oats 5-8@G3-4c and provisions 
trom 7 1-2 to 10c. 

In the face of lower cables there was 
an active general demand for wheat at 
the opening today. -Initial quotations on 
July were: |-8c lower to !-4c higher at 
82@62 3-8c. The action of a big trader, 
whose operations are closely watched by 
the pit crowd, had considerable to do 
with the day’s developments. During the 
first hour there was good buying credited 
to him. A quick advance followed, July 
making a gain of about I-2c. The market 
then declined as rapidly as it had risen, 
due to a wild scramble on the part of 
early buyers to secure profits, the !m- 
pression becoming general that the bull 
leader had turned seller. On the decline 
July dropped to 81 3-4c. A resumption 
of buying by the principal holder in- 
duced active covering and prices aga.n 
started upward. During the last hour 
the market was extremely bullish, the 
news in general being decidedly favorable 
to buyers. The statistics claimed a net 
increase of 879,000 bushels in the world’s 
available stock, but the increase was 
entirely by European additions, a de- 
crease of 2,000,000 bushels showing in 
the visible supply for America east of 
the Rocky mountains. Another influence 
was the big export business transacted 
in May. There was also a number of 
crop damage reports. The market closed 
at the highest of the day, final figures 
on July being 83 (4c, after having touched 
83 |-4@83 3-8.
